Great  American 
Writer  Is  Told 


About  in  Talk 


Hector  St.  Joliu  do  Grevecoeur  is 
Subject  of  Locturo  Given  in  Social 
Hall,  Juno  19  and  26. 


Hector  St.  Jolm  do  Crovococur  was 
•the  subject  of  the  lectures  givon  Tues¬ 
day,  Juno  18,  and  Tuesday,  Juno  25, 
by  Miss  Dykes  as  a  part  of  tho  course 
in  English  150,  .“Great  Writers.”  The 
first  locturo  was  dovotod  to  a  study  of 
tho  man,  the  second  to  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury  America  as  seen  through  the  eyes 
of  Crovococur. 

The  man  of  -whom  Miss  Dykes 
falke.d  was  born  iu  Normandy,  near 
Oaen,  in.  tho  early  part  of  tho  eight¬ 
eenth  century.  Ilis  Nor  mail -French 
parents  gave  him  the  name  of  Michel* 
Guillauuio  Jena  do  Crcvccoour,  though 
he  chose,  when  lie  came  to  America,  to 
bo  known  by  the  name  of  St.  John, 
of  which  he  says:  “Tho  name  of  our 
Family  is  St.  Jean,  in  English  St.  John, 
a  name  as  Ancient  as  the  Conquest  of 
England  under  William.” 

Tho  boy  who  was  to  become  the 
American  Farmer  was  given  his  early 
education  in  a  Jesuit  school,  tho  Col¬ 
lege  du  Mont.  Later  lie  left  Franco  to 
complete  '  his  .  schooling  \  in  England. 
After  spending  some  seven  years  in 
England  with  a  relative  noar  Salisbury, 
lie  was  ready  to  strike  out  to  tho  new 
world  in  search  of  adventure. 

Seven  years  of  separation  from 
Franco  had  not  taken  'from  him  his 
feeling  for  his  countrymen,  for  when 
he  came  to  the  new  world  it  was  to 
Now  France  that  he  came.  Ho  entered 
at  once  into  military  service  as  a  cadet 
and  was  advanced  later  to  tho  rank  of 
lieutenant.  It  is  known  that  he  served 
under  Montcalm  and  was  with  him  in 
tho  attack  upon  Fort  William  Ilcnry. 
It  is  known  that  ho  did  considerable 
traveling  about  during  his  army  ser¬ 
vice,  for  to  him  was  given  tlio  task  of 
drawing  maps  of  tho  forests  and  block 
h»usos  for  tlio  king’s  cabinet. 

With  the  coming  of  reverses  for  the 
French  army,  the  record  of  Crovococur 
iu  New  Franco  breaks  off.  Just  what 
ho  did  from  1759,  when  Quebec  foil, 
until  1701  is  not  known  exactly.  The 
next  that  is  heard  of  him,  ho  is  J. 
Hector  St.  John  and  is  aoeking  nat¬ 
uralization  papers  in  Now  York. 

Four'  years  more  of  “intelligent 
traveling”  and  J.  Hector  St.  John  was 
ready  to  settle  down  and  take  up  life 
as  tlio' “liumblo  American  Planter,  tho 
simple  cultivator  of  tho  earth,”  as  ho 
styled  himself  in  his  “Letters  from 
an  Amorican  Farmer,” — four  years 
spent  in  acquainting  himself  furthor 
with  the  now  world,  for  his  letters 
show  that  ho  know  Nova  Scotia,  the 
country  around  tho  Kennoboc,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  Connecticut,  Nantucket,  Mar¬ 
tha’s  Vineyard,  Now  York,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  tho  Southern  colonioa,  and  tho 
Bormudas. 

When  ho  bocamo  an  Amorican  Far¬ 
mer,  lie  settled  on  a  farm  at  Pino  Hill, 
or  Grey  Court,  ns  it  is  sometimos  callod, 
near  Now  York,  IIo  had  married  Me- 
hctablo  Tippett,  of  Yonkors,  for  bo 
declared,  “No  ono  in  Amoricu  forgots 
what  a  useful  acquisition  a  good  wife 
is  to  an  Amorican  Farmer;  how  small 
is  his  chnnco  of  prosperity-  if  ho  draws 
a  blank  in  tho  Lottory! 

Happily  mnrriod,  tho  Amorican  Far¬ 
mer,  was  ready  to  enjoy  life  about  him 
and  ready,  too,  to  write  of  it,  for  he 
was  no  less  an  “indofatignblo  writer” 
than  an  “intelligent  travolor. ”  To 
show  liow  tho  wifo  folt  about  his  writ- 
iug,  Miss  Dykes  road*  tho  following 
words  of  Orovocoour’s  wifo:  “Tlion,  for 
God’s  sako  lot  it  bo  kept  a  .profound 
aecrot  among  us;  if  it  woro  onco  known 
abroad  that  thoo  wrltost  to  a  groat  and 
rich  man  ovor  at  London,  thoro  would 
be  no  ond  of  tho  talk  of  pooplo;  some 
would  vow  that  thoo  art  going  to  turn 
an  author,  others  would  protond  to 
ferosoo  somo  groat  alterations  in  the 
wolfaro  of  thy  family;  somo  would 
say  this, "Somo  would  say  that;  who 
would  wish  to'  bocomo  tho  subject  of 
public  talk.  Somo  would  iiuagino  that 
thoo  wnutost  to  bocomo  oitlier  an  assem¬ 
bly  man  or  a  magistrate  which  God 
for  bid;  aud  that  thoo  art  tolling  tho 
king’s  men  ubuudauco  of  things.  There¬ 
fore,  us  I  said  bofore,  lot  it  bo  as  great 
a  seorot  as  if  it  wero  somo  hoinoua 
criino.  I  would  not  liavo  thoo,  James, 
pass  for  what  tho  world  calletl;  a  writ¬ 
er;  nq,  not  for  a  pock  of  gold,  ns  tho 
saying  is.”  (Letters,  p.  18),  But  writ¬ 
er  he  did  become,  and  with  porbaps 
the  results  that  the  wifo  had  feared. 

Be  that  as  it  may.  it  is  a  faet  that 
after  the  Revolution  began  he  and  one 
son  were  driven  from  their  form  by  the 
Patriots  and  forced  to  toko  refuge  in,

RESIDENCE  HAEL,  Qirk’  Dormitory 


O.  Myking  Mohus,  of  the  sociology 
department,  sponsored  a  fiold  trip  for 
tlio  Bocial  Bcienco  students  of  tlio  Col- 
logo,  Friday,  Juno  28,  to  the  State 
Insane  Asylum  at  St.  Joseph,  tho  Fod- 
ornl  Penitentiary  at  Loavonwortli, 
Kansas,  and  tho  Stato  Ponitontiaries 
for  both  men  and  women  at  Lansing, 
Kansas. 

Ono  hundred  and  seven'  students  from 
tlio  Collogo  left  Maryville  at  5:30 
o’clock,  Friday  morning,  and  arrived 
in  St.  Joseph  at  8:00  o’clock.  The 
students  woro  shown  through  tho  in¬ 
sane  asylum  by  an  interesting  guide. 
They  woro  divided  into  two  groups,  ono 
group  was  shown  tho  Men’s  ward  while 
tho  other  group  was  shown  tho  wom- 
oii’s  ward.  Tlio  order  was  '  then  re¬ 
versed  so  that  each  group  was  allowed 
to  visit  both  departments. 

Tho  students  wero  tlion  taken  to  tlio 
O.  T.  Building,  where  various  trades 
aro  taught.  In  tho  women’s  depart¬ 
ment  tho  patients  woro  making  suits, 
dresses  and  rugs,  while  in  tho  Men’s 
department,  they  wero  busy  making 
such  articles  as  brooms,  overalls,  and 
wood  articles. 

Tho  whole  group  visited  the  kitchen 
where  thousands  of  loaves  of  broad  wore 
being  baked  in  an  immense  oven.  Tliore 
woro  also  huge  vats,  in  which  potatoes, 
beans  and  puddings  woro  being  cooked. 

Tho  institution  contains  two  tlious-  . 
and  ninety  inmates  and  two  hundred 
seventy-fivo  employees.  An  employes 
with  no  exporionco  recoivos  thirty-fiv# 
dollars  a  month,  his  room,  board,  and 
laundry.  An  omployeo  with  experience 
begins  with  forty  dollars  a  month  for  ■ 
a  salary  and  receives  his  room,  board, 

coivo  forty-fivo  dollars.  Various  forms 
of  amusomonts  and  recreation  aro  pro¬ 
vided  for  tho  inmates.  On  Monday 
three  picture  shows  aro  shown  during 
tho  day.  Programs,  spoakors,  concerts, 
and  homo  talent  ontortainment  aro  pro¬ 
vided  during  tlio  wook.  Ono  intorost- 
|.ing  feature  of  amusement  is  tho  Satur¬ 
day  danco.  Beforo  tho  dance,  tho 
women  go  to  tho  beauty  parlor  which 
is  provided  for  thorn  and  got  facaiis, 
shampoos,  wavos  and  manicures.  The 
men  go  to  tho  harbor  shop  and  dress 
ospocially  for  tho  danco.  On  Sunday^ 
roligious  services  and  community  sing¬ 
ing  aro  hold.  In  tho  summer,  these 
sorvicos  aro  conductod  on  tho  lawn. 

Tho  studonts  loft  St.  Joseph  at  10:00 
o’clock,  and  arrivod  at  Leavenworth  at 
12.00  o’clock.  Aftor  oating  lunch  thoy 
wont  to  tho  Federal  Penitentiary  whors 
thoy  woro  dividod  into  groups  of 
tw&nty-four  for  .tho  inspection  tour. 

In  tho  contor  of  tho  building,  which 
is  built  on  tlio  Romanesque  stylo,  is 
a  court  surrounded  by  a  doublo  row  of 
columns.  Tho  ordorly  way  in  which 
ovory  dotnil  pertaining  to  tho  rogular 
work  is  carriod  out  .was  very  iuipros- 
sivo. 

From  Loavonwortli  tho  students  wont 
to  Lansing,  Kansas,  where  tho  stato 
penitentiaries  for  both  men  and  womon 
aro  locatod.  Thoy  woro  first  takou 
through  tho  ponitontinry  for  mon  wlioro 
thoy  visited  tho  coll  houso,  tho  library, 
tho  chapel,  and  tho  kitchen.  When  a 
man  is  first  takon  thoro  ho  is  assignod 
to  tho  coll  houso  wlioro  his  records  are 
made.  From  thoro  ho  is  takon  to  tho 
mine,  and  roquirod  to  work  until  ho  is 
ablo  to  establish  liimsolf  as  a  trustee.  / 
At  prosont  baseball  games  aro  played 
and  homo  talent  entertainments  ara 
givon  by  both  nogro  and  white  prison¬ 
ers.  Roligious  sorvloou  aro  hold  on 
Sunday, 

Tho  ponitontlary  for  womon  was 
noxt  visitod.  One  of  the  intorostlng 
foaturos  of  this  institution  ia  tho  cot¬ 
tage  plan  in  whioh  it  is  built.  Long 
time  or  llfo  tlmo  prisoners,  havo  a 
special  dormitory,  with  their  own  sep¬ 
arate  rooms,  furnished  ns  niooly  a* 
those  of  any  modem  school  dormitory. . 

Tho  short  tiino  prisoners  havo  a 
separate  dormitory. 

Another  interesting  department  is  in 
in  tho  sowing  building  whoro  all  tbs' 
olothing  worn  by  tho  womon  of  tho  in- , 
stitution  is  mado.  They  also  learn  to 
rnond  their  clothing  so  that  nothing  ia 
wasted.  .  '  ,  '■ :

RADIO  PREFERS  COLLEGIANS 


“Radio  is  an  industry  for  young 
men  and  women,”  says  tho  president 
of  the  National  Broadcasting  .  Com¬ 
pany  in  tho  July  College  Humor,  in 
tho  first  of  a  series  of  interviews  with 
successful  personalities.  “Wo  have 
noliody  on  our  payroll  over  forty-fivo 
years  •  of  ago.  Tho  average  age  is 
thirty-five.  '  This  business  requires  the 
services  of  trained  young  minds;  none 
but  tho  college  trained  are  wanted. 

“Of  course  there  arc  more  students 
than  jobs.  But  wo  aro  so  new,  our 
scope  is  so  great  and  wo  aro  so  happily 
without  precedent  that  young  people 
from  tho  colleges  can  fall  in  line  with 
us  without  much  more  formality  than 
qualifying  for  their  jobs,  in,  the  first 
place,  and  ‘then  marching  with  us. 
whorovor  wo  aro  going.  Our  destina 
tion  is  somewhere  yonder,  so  far  wo 
•an ’t  soo  it.  But  it  is  forward  and 
*o  industry  ovor  offered  a  greater  op 
portunity  to  tho  really  studious,  •  capa 
ble  men  and  women  who  liavo  gone 
through  the  hard  courses  in  colloge.  In 
time,  tho  colleges  will  offer  special 
•ourses  in  radio. 

“Broadcasting  calls  upon  .mechani¬ 
cal  engineering,  civil  engineering,  ge¬ 
ology,  chomistry,  meteorology,  the 
science  of  accoustics  and  every  other 
phase  pf  engineering.  Radio  law  is  a 
field  that  is  absolutely  unoxplored.  It. 
will  bo  a  fascinating  study  and  a  great 
lino  of  specialization.  We  will  look  to 
the  colleges  for  people  who  have  speci¬ 
alized  in  radio  engineering  to  perfect 
television.  The  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  it  will  bo  possible  to  project 
the  hemp  talkie  through  tho  radio  sot 
in  tho  living  room,  and  wo  will  look 
to  tho  collogos  for  poople  to  bring  out 
tho  ondloss  possibilities  of  this  develop 
■sent,  although  it  may  now  seem  as 
fantastic  to  tho  layman  as  radio  did 
in  1919. 

“Oollogo  .courses,  in  journalism,  and 
business  fit  right  in  with  radio  as  it 
is  developing.  Studonts  of  those 
•oursos  aro  kept  in  close  .  touch  with 
public  affairs,  whether  they  bo  of 
news  value  or  simply  matters  of  pub 
lio  entertainment.  Writors  will  find 
tho  whole  scheme  of  things  in  the  radio 
business  offoring  opportunities.  We 
employ  one  hundred,  people  hero  just 
to  write  programs.  There  are  opon 
ings  for  writors  in  tho  recently  estab 
lished  radio  departments  of  largo  ad¬ 
vertising  agoncios.  Radio  opons  a 
great  field  to  tho  person  who  loans  to¬ 
ward  playwriting. 

‘  ‘  From  tho  college  graduate  who  ap 
plies  for  a  job,  I  want  to  know  whoth- 
or  he  knows  anything  about  the  scionco 
of  accoustics,  tho  building  of  radio 
stations,  tho  hadling  of  microphones; 
whether  ho  is  qualified  in  tho  now 
eloetrical  field.  If  tho  applicant  wish¬ 
es  to  bo  a  salesman,  .  I .  consider-  his 
ohann,  his  magnetism.  Today  tho 
first  xequiToment  of  any  .college  -grad¬ 
uate  is  that  he  bo  trained  in  same  par¬ 
ticular  lino  and  is  capable  of  apply¬ 
ing  himself  in  that  line,” 


AN  AMERICAN 


Though  I  speak  tho  English  language, 
quote  the  Declaration,  of  Independence 
and  recite  tho  Constitution  of-  the 
.United  States,  if  I  da' not' respect  the 
Jaw  treat  my  fellowmen  with  equity 
and  justice,  and  serve  my  country  hon¬ 
estly,  unselfishly  and  vigilantly,  I  have 
become  a  babbler  of  words  and  .  a  hypo¬ 
crite;  but  X  am  not  an  American, 
Though  X  haYfi  the  gift  of  oratory, 


movo  tho  mnsscs  with  patriotic  fervor, 
understand  tho  mysteries  of, politics 
and  plead  tho  causo  of  good  govern¬ 
ment;  if  I  accopt  privileges  and  neg¬ 
lect  responsibilities  of  citizenship  for 
intorost  contrary  to  ideal  and  principle, 
I  am  not  nn  American. 

Though  I  am  a  descendant  of  tho 
Mayflower,  or  tho  Revolutionary  or 
othor  historic  period,  speak'  boastfully 
of  the  noble  accomplishments  of  my  an¬ 
cestors,  allowing  tho  thought  of  my 
linoago  to  swell  my  bosom  with  pride; 
if  my  life  docs  dot  exemplify  the  spirit 
of  liberty,  democracy  and  justice,  I 
am  not  nn  'American. 

And  though  I  am  a  naturalized  citi¬ 
zen,  possessing  the  fundamental  rights 
of  man,  enjoying  oconomic,  social,  edu¬ 
cational  and  political  advantages  affect¬ 
ing  its  policies  and  destiny;  if  I  do 
not  hold  tho  interest  of  this  land  .and 
its  people  of  primary  importance,  I 
am  not  an  American. 

Tho  foreign-born  American,  conscious 
of  the  Old  World  limitations  and  potty 
contentions,  should  bring  tho  best  of 
his  racial  individuality,  national  char¬ 
acteristics,  historic  and  traditional 
beauties  and  spiritual  gifts,  laying 
them  at  tho  altar  of  America,  lighting 
them  with  the  holy  fire  of  gratitude, 
and  vowing  daily  so  to  live  that  this 
Republic  may  continuo  to  bless  all  with 
her  spirit  of  liberalism. 

Whether  native  or  foreign-horn,  an 
American  is  a  magnet  of  good  citizen¬ 
ship,  for  lie  lives  wisely,  works  assid¬ 
uously,  considers  his  thoughts  and  mo¬ 
tives  carefully,  that  Liberty  may  re¬ 
main  an  eternal  reality  in  tlio  annals 
of  man  and  that  popular  government 
may  find  stimulus  in  his  intelligent  de¬ 
votion  to  tho  principles  of  American¬ 
ism. 

The  American  knows  that  the  great¬ 
ness  of  this  Republic  is  limited  only  by 
the  limitations  of  man.  Therefore  he 
makes  himself  great  by  the  art  of  good¬ 
ness,  intelligence,  and  wisdom,  and 
helps  others  to  moasuro  to  their  best, 
thus  demonstrating  to  the  world  the 
indispensahility  of  democracy  in  tho 
advance  of :  civilization. 

Ho  favors  no  nation,  no  race,  no 
creed  at  the  sacrifice  of  wisdom,  truth 
and  love.  Ho  serves  them  all  by  first 
serving  the  purposo  of  America. 

He  is  master  of  himsolf,  and  hears 
all  sides  of  a  question  and  measures  all 
points  of  principle,  thus  reaching  a 
conclusion  that  safeguards  popular 
rule,  freedom  of  conscience  and  equal¬ 
ity  of  opportunity. 

This  American  is  never  arrogant.  If 
there  is  any  tendency  to  intolerance  he 
overcomes  it  with  the  thought  of  the 
Golden  Rule.  0-  ■ 

If  there  is  any  offer  to  bribery  his 
genui^o -self-respect  and  tho  faith  and 
trust  of  others  in  him  hasten  to  sus¬ 
tain  his  innate  moral  righteousness 
against  that  insult  to  personal  integ¬ 
rity.  Ho  knows  that  tho  first  and  last 
defense  of  his  country  is  his  personal 
conduct  in  private  life. 

'  Conscious  of  his  responsibility  he  ac¬ 
quires  moro  knowledge  and  prays  for 
wisdom  that  he  may  use  both  intelli¬ 
gently  and  help  proservo  Freedom  of 
legitimate  activity,  Equality  of  oppor¬ 
tunity,  Security  of  life  and  property, 
Peace  with  mutual  understanding,  and 
recognition  and  guarantee  of  tho  Fun¬ 
damental  Rights  of  Man. — The  Junior 
American.
